And no other city has made 
the building of a float such a community affair. But—no other 
city has equaled ours in putting off interest in the float until 
New Year’s Eve!

Last year 
another city wished to buy our float and enter it in the parade. 

Money Runs Short 

Through Dewey’s unpaid efforts and the unpaid efforts of 
some scores of* true Sierra Madre patriots, we always have a 
creditable float—and we always run so short on money that 
Frank Spencer, Fran Eakman and others have to go about beg¬ 
ging for it after the parade is over. 

That’s where we should break a record. This year let’s raise 
the money FIRST. Let’s show appreciation of all the folks who 
have won good repute for our town year after year. This year 
our theme will be “Treasure Island,” and when we hear the 
throngs applauding the float every one of us should be able to 
feel that he helped a little in making it possible.

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The Consumer’s Dollar 

A national columnist has advanced the idea that people 
should spend more and save less. It’s necessary, he says, to 
counteract the recessionist tendencies in our economy. Others 
may back this view, but statistics seem to indicate that there 
hasn't been so much a lessening of buying as a shift in buying. 

For example, the public spent 13 per cent of its disposal 
income for automobiles in the first six months of this year. This 
compares with 11.7 per cent in 1951 and 11.2 per cent in 1952. On 
the other hand, sales were lower in such things as men’s and 
boys’ wear, lumber, building materials and hardware items. How¬ 
ever, while department stores are getting a lower percentage of 
the public s disposable income, their sales in dollar volume are 
up (due to higher income) and October is expected to be the first 
month in history outside of December in which the dollar volume 
topped $15 billion. 

So, it would seem that people are not buying less, and they 
certainly shouldn’t save less for dollars put away in the bank 
form a strong bulwark against future family uncertainties as 
well as providing the basis for business bank loans which help 
to stimulate the economy. If certain lines of business find sales 
falling away we would suggest more advertising. That’s a sure 
way to build them up. 

GREATEST OF DANGERS 

“I place economy among the first and most important of 
republican virtues, and public debt as the greatest of the dangers 
to be feared.” 

That was written nearly a century and a half ago, by one 
of the ablest of our Presidents, Thomas Jefferson. And it applies 
with infinitely more force to the conditions that exist now as 
against the conditions that existed then.

Delhi, India 

Oct. 7, 1953 

Japan—Manila—Hong Kong 
—Bangkok — Calcutta — Del¬ 
hi! Time and places flash by 
like objects in a dream! 

Calcutta had all the bad 
things one hears about India as 
a whole, partly because, once 
there, Indians love it so much 
they refuse to leave. The wid¬ 
est streets and the grandest 
gardens are now open to all 
castes. If people choose to 
sleep in their rags on the steps 
of the best hotel, they may. If 
they prefer the lawns or rest 
houses in the spacious parks, 
they may sleep there. Shelters 
of every sort are permitted be¬ 
side the road. They may use 
the lakes and streams of the 
parks for washing clothes and 
bathing (not many do!) or the 
many pumps and hydrants 
along the sidewalks. 

Women Seldom Seen 
In Calcutta is the unemploy¬ 
ment Nehru’s government is 
striving to alleviate, especially 
among young graduates. Here 
is the miserable pay for the 
vast percentage of men who 
do work. Their women are sel¬ 
dom seen. Men either ride in 
cars or they walk and ride 
buses, rich, poor. 

Delhi has lifted our hearts— 
with its wide, wide streets, spa¬ 
cious gardens, uncrowded hous¬ 
ing (usually) and its hundreds 
of cyclists, along with the cars, 
trams, buses. Here children 
were laughing and playing tag, 
soccer, baseball, basketball, 
cricket, etc. Grownups smiled 
easily and frequently saluted 
us. They wore western clothing. 
New apartments were going up 


and great business buildings. 
Eagerly and proudly the people 
showed us their palaces and 
mosques and tombs of marble 
or red sandstone. 

Beyond Description 

We cannot hope to describe 
the Taj Mahal near the old, 
sacred city of Agra on the holy 
river, Jumna. It looks of ivory 
—floating away into the clouds 
the blue sky—but at sundown 
its soft tones of gray, pink, 
yellow and tan appear through 
the marble. Delicate traceries 
of red, blue, black and gold 
adorn the edges. 

On either side of the wide 
lawns with their three long, 
long pools and rows of cypress 
are great gardens with tree- 
shaded walks and shrubs of 
every size and variety of fo¬ 
liage. We sad, admiring, until 
nearly dark. 

And now to the Vale of Kash¬ 
mir where we hope to spend 
three restful days on a house¬ 
boat and to sing, "Pale Hands 
I’ve Loved Beside the Shali- 
mar”!

Meat and butter are 
foodstuffs which she consid¬ 
ered were dear here compared 
with wages. 

“Miss Killam hastened to add, 
however, that she has no com¬ 
plaints about the food here al¬ 
though she misses tinned fruit 
which is plentiful in American 
stores.” 

On the subject of TV: 

Prefers BBC Television 

“One thing which Miss Kil¬ 
lam finds is an improvement 
in England is the television 
service. Although there are 
more stations — programs can 
be obtained on at least seven 
channels—broadcasts are con¬ 
tinually being interrupted by 
advertisements. Radio, too, suf¬ 
fers from the same fault, but 
here again there is a greater 
variety of programs.” 


Since her departure for Eng¬ 
land last Spring, Miss Killam’s 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
H. Killam, 622 W. Alegria, 
moved here from North Holly¬ 
wood, sent their daughter 
photographs of her new home, 
then left, themselves, on a 
month’s visit in the east. In 
New York City they attended 
the United Nations opening. 

Returns After January 

In the newspaper interview, 
which identifies Miss Killam 
as being “of Sierra Madre, Cali¬ 
fornia, U.S.A.,” is also described 
the photograph as showing 
“the house, a long bungalow, 
with high mountains in the 
background and semi-tropical 
vegetation in the gardens.” 

Miss Killam, who is making 
her second visit to England 
where her mother was born, 
was in London for the Corona¬ 
tion and has visited relatives 
in Kenilworth, Warwickshire, 
her mother’s birthplace. She 
expects to return to California 
after the first of the year.
